The Soiisntioii of the Hour. 

Proclaimed Tiirougliout pnblln 

by a Beli-inian^<': ^ 

LoNOOH,vii>j)l^8:-~T^ Queen aum- 
mcned Lord Bandolpb OhurobilFand Lord 

George Hamilton, first lord of the admir- 
alty, to Windsor lastJTueaday. .trailing 
to reconcile Lord Randolph's vinwR, the 
Queen gave' him time to consider tho 
points at issue. Lord Salisbury was aware 
of Lord Randolph's decision yesterday, 
and the matter was whispered at a ball 
given at Hatfield house last evening. 
Lord Randolph's premature divulgenco of 
his decision to the' Times is considered to 
be a broach of faith. Matthews, home 
secretary, is the only member of the cabi- 
net whoso resignation is conaidered prob- 
able. R,t. Hon. C. T. Ritchie, president 
of the looail go.vernment board and Mr. 
W, L Jackson, financial secretary of the 
treasury, who shared Lord Randolph's 
views, will probably withdraw. Lord 
Randolph, in an intorviow to-day said 
that his health was better than it had been 
for months past. His decision to retire, 
he said, was the result of due deliberation 
and arose from no ill-temper or weari- 
ness of office. He has abandoned his 
contemplated visit to Ireland. 

Lord Harlington will return to London 
immediately and, until he arrives, the Mar- 
quis of Salisbury will'remain requiescent. 
It is thought improbable that Hartington 
will accept the oSice of chamberlain, and 
a msjority. of the.unioniat leader^ object 
to his doing so. On the other hand it is 
learned from a reliable source that the 
Qi'.een will use the utmost pressure to in- 
duce him to join tho ministry and becumo 
the conservative leader in tho house of 
commons, believing he alone can neutral- 
ize the effect of Lord Randolph Churchill's 
course. ~ If Hartington refuses to take the 
office, the conservatives will favor Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach resuming the duties 
of chancellor eschequer and tho appoint- 
ment of Rt. Hon.jlJdward Stanhope, pres- 
ent colonial secretary, to the Irish chief 
secretaryship. 

Lord Salisbury had a long conference 
to day with the Rt. Hon. W, H. Smith, 
aecn-tary of state for war, and Sir Fred- 
erick Poneonby. The prima minister re- 
turned to Halifax House this evening, 

Joseph Chamberlain has deferred his 
contemplated visit to Scotland until the 
Easter holidays. No other member of 
the cabinet is expected to resign , 

It is asserted that Lord Hartington 
will be asked to assume the office of prima 
minister. On the other hand it is re- 
ported that ho will bo pressed to take 
Lord Randolph Churchill's place as the 
leader of the government party in the 
commons. Lf>rd Hart'ngton is at present 
in Rome, and as arranged to stay there 
another week. 

The resiguation of Lord Randolph 
Churchill has caused a sensation. The 
desire to increase the expenses of tho 
admiralty and war o^ice;, to which Lord 
Randolph was opposed,^Jfadioates, it is 
believed, that i&ore*Bire^ci'f the opinion 
that European war is imminent, and that 
extra naval and military preparations on 
the part of Englatid are required to make 
her influence felt on tho continent. 

The St, James Gazette says that if 
financial reasons explained Lord Church- 
ill's resignation from the qabine;^^<thero is 
nothing to be said except that'there is 
not much to bo deplored, but if the local 
government bill wii.s tho cause, then tho 
government has grievously erred. 

The Chronicle says it believes that 
Lord Churchill's resignation was due to 
an essential divergence of opinion with 
the rest of*the'oabinet. Unless, aaya the 
paper, Lorcf Randolph gives a better rea- 
Bon fur hia action than that of fanancial 
difforeucea with his colleagues, ho will be 
unable to repel the hostile criticisms of 
his course. 

The Evening News says: "Patriots are 
pained and surprised. It asks L . 
Randolph to justify his' cdtine, warning 
him that if he does not his name will 

never be heard hereafter without exciting 
('Xahperiition. 

TliL- Globe says: "It would he difEcult

" SECESSION AND BLAKE. 

n O^e liberals have fbund a panacea for 
NoTS Scotia ills . Mr. Blake is to bring 
the wandering lamb back into the fold in 
that dim future when he shall be return - 
ad to power. When the Fielding party, 
as the Montreal Star says, opened the 
secession campaign in Nova Seoli.i they 
• evidently did not take into account tho 
complications into which it would lead 
them. True, it carried them into power 
as the Kiel agitation did for Mr. Mercier 
in the province of Quebec. But, like the 
Biel agitation, it furnished a favorite, and 
to a great extent, justifiable text for tho 
conservatives to raise a cry against their 
opponents of race and disruption. Ed- 
ward BlaltB and tho lilu ral party of Cana- 
da -were held resijimsiblo for the wild 
schemes of their allio.i in tho lower prov- 
ince. Tho silence which gave consent 
has at last been broken. The Hon. JNlr. 
Anglin, who was speaker of the Dominion 
commons during McKenzio's liberal ad- 
ministration, speaking at 11 ilifax, it may 
be inferred with iMr. Hlake's full sanction 
and approval, made tlie fnlluiviug import- 
ant stateiiient ; 

While Ontario lil)criil.s MjijiimtliiriMi with any Ki iev- 
ancci Nova tScotia had, they preferred that the pro- 
wince should renmln in tho confederation, and .Mr. 
Blalce, It ha came into power, would remove all 
Kriovanics and make it essy'Ior Nova Suotia to 
in. Till! lib. ralB winild not stand on the divinity of 
tho country, but would obtain reciprocity ulth the 



wave of the hand to aweep away the 
national policy. A reciprocity treaty 
would bo a groat advantage, but the 
United States will have something to say 
iu that matter, and from its past attitude 
the outlook ii not by any means hopful. 
But at all events, however much the fea- 
sibility of the remedial suggested may, be 
disputed, it is at least satisfactory to have 
a olear and precise statement of tho 
liberal policy. Tho oloctorato can 
now form some kind of an idea 
of how the question stands, and 
having heard both aides be in a puui- 
tion to decide which policy will bu most 
to the country's advautagi^. The liberals 
appear to be aanguino of gaining oflicu at 
the forthcoming election, but it strikes 
us that it would be juat as wise to restrain 
this natural ardor and to refrain froii. 
such effusions as that with which Mr. 
Anglin closed his remarks. "Heaven help 
this unfortunate country if the^ toijei are 
again returned." This unfortunate obun* 
try, we believe, will go ahead whether 
the torles or grits are in office. In a 
great many caaos it is about six of ono 
and a half a-dozon of the other.

In the winter tho necessity of drainoj^i: i.-i 
not apparent, I have a neighbor — a j^ood 
sort of fellow in the main. From hia house 
88 well as from mine the. kitchen water .is. 
discharged into the ''gutter that ruus iii 
frout of the houses. Last summer tho 
stouch from the gutter was almost aubcar- 
ablo. A member of my neighbor's family 
fell sick. A doctor was called iu. Tho 
doctor pronounced thu complaint maliuiul; 
the gutter iu frout of tho houwes the eauso. 
My neighbor inveighed strongly atjaiu,-it 
tho coiiueil for not iidoj.'tini,' a 
proper system of uudorgrouud bewurage, 
and characterized surface drainage as slow 
murder. Yesterday I heard him de- 
nouncing the sewerage schemo and saying 
that he would vote against it. 'i'lie inuii 
didn't want seweriiii,'. Surf.ioe dr.iitia 
wore all that wero necessary. Wore tho 
gutters not clean enough ? etc., etc. When 
the summer comes round once more I In- 
tend to watch my man and hear what he 
then will have to say about city drainage. 

I sincerelj' sympathize with tho mayor 
and council who, after providing what tlio 
ratepayers aaked for,ure now being abused 
without stint because they ask to bo per- 
mitted to approach the legislature for a 
bill to authorize a loan. Citizen.

The 
cabinet council liaa been summoned for 
next week- I' lrd llandolpli Churchill is 
irritated and astounded at thu unanimity 
of the consideration of bis cpurBd..,by the 
conservatives. " , 

}jisbon advices state that ths' British 
ironclad Sultan ran into and sank Iho 
French ateainer Ville de Vnjturia while 
tho latter waa lying at anchor in the Tu- 
gus. The Victoria had 250 persons on 
board and several of them wore drowned. 
The Sultan is an iron steamship, inoi- 
plated, and is of 9,200 tons Imrlhen. 
Later intelligeiico shows that moat of the 
crew and [Mss.MiL'era nt tho V'lciorii weri 
drowned. It in ul..,, Iranied that both 
vessels wero at anchor at tho time of tho 
collision. The Sultan dragged her an^ 
chora and drifted against the French ship. 
Tho .Suit iii'e captain admits that tho col- 
liaioii w.ia iliu' t 1 tin; Sultan brcaldiig her 
mooriiigi. .Utiir tlio Siiitin'a collision 
with the Ville ile Victoria, she collided 
with and damaged tho sloainer Rich- 
mond. Tlio Villo de Victoria's crow and 
paasengors number GS^ nf whom 40 w ere 
drowned. An English lady who was 
saved lest fi bag containing (1,000 sove- 
reigns, which ahi; had aua|KMii|ed around 
her neck previiiua to the collision. Tlio 
Minotaur also draggei| hor anchor and 
ran iiit i and damaged tho Monarch. 

It is stated that the Russian reserves 
have been called out. Marked move- 
ments of troops have been noticed in Bess- 
arabia. 

It ia ex|a!ctcd that parliament will bo 
prorogued until thu ord of Fehruary in 
order to allow of tho formation of a now 
niiiiialry. Mattlniwa, homo secret, iry, 
whoso resignation was thnught proliahle, 
says hois in perfect harniuny with the 
cabinet.

It will be fitting, says the Onzette, 
for England to act with vigor and 
lirniiipiil ude in the HUppri'sai-in of crime 
in Indiiiid, and leave Iho rcoilla to for 
tuno,

A Vancouver Sensation. 

The eldest daughter of Samuel Greer, 
while walking in front of the Rank of 
British "Columbia Thursday aftarnoon, was 
suddenly seized with a fit, and becoming 
unconscious fell helplcBS on the plank 
w.alk. She was picked up by a teamster 
and takeu to the St. J ulion hotel, where 
she was attended tj by Dr. McGuigan 
The doctor's diagnosis of the cose was that 
it was an attack of epilepsy. The patient 
was unconscious up to a lata hour on 
Thursday night, and died at 10 o'clock in 
a bedroom at the St. Julien hotel. Mr 
Greer thinks there are auspicious circum- 
stances aurrounding the decease of his 
daughter and is of opinion that a full in- 
veatigation is necessary. A post mortem 
examination will bo made and an inquest 
hold by Coroner McGuigan. Miss Greer, 
who was between 15 and IG yeara of age, 
never recovered coiiscioumoaa after being 
picked up on the street. All efforts to 
resuscitate her were useless. — Neuis. 

The Cape Beale Wreck.

The British government has 
made frequent attempts to obtain posses- 
sion of Metlakahatia in tho interest.of the 
Church of England, and to avoid trouble 
the Indiana sent Dijnoaa to "Washington 
to secure the grant above mentioned.

Thereseems to be a diversity of opinion 
among the owners of tho sealing vessels 
and thoir various captains as to the prob- 
able effect on the sealing industry this 
season with the recent seizures by the 
United States government of 'the sealing 
schooners in the Bohring sea. From pri- 
vate letters received from Sitka it is as- 
certained that strenuous efforta will be 
made by the United Statea govern ment to 
maintain their positioii taken at the time 
of the seizures, whether it be equitable or 
not, until the right to Behring sea is tak-- 
en up and decided as an international 
question. As there are a number of schoon- 
ers now in the harbor being fiited out for 
a seal hunt to the north it would bo well 
for the public and those interested in this 
valuable industry to thoroughly under- 
stand the present status of the case as it 
is viewed by the American authorities. 
While the statute under which these 
seizures are ott'eoted is arbitrary and made 
with a view to|proteota giant monopolyand 
the title of the United States to the Beh- 
ring sea ia beyond all precedent of inter- 
national law; in spite of these facts, they 
are determined to protect the" sealing in- 
dustry of Alaska to the exclusion if pos- 
sible of all persons not directly interested 
in extending tho resources both to them- 
selves and tho Alaska Commercial Go. 
To this end 

FAST RBVBNtlE OUrTBBB 

have been ordered to tho Behring sea to 
cruise there during the coming spring and 
summer, and the oliicors of these vessels 
have instructions to seize all aoaling 
schooners found in the Behring aua, to 
enter an information against them 
to deliver the captains and orews 
over to the United States authorities 
and they will bo subjected ti a heavy 
tine and long term of imprisonment. Tho 
oQioials at Sitka, Oonalaska and 
other points together with those recently 
confirmed by the senate of the Uni od 
States have inatruotious on this 
point and they will use .every effort to 
protect Alaskan waters. 

From this it will be seen that our 
British sealars and, indeed, these of any 
other nation may expect, very little 
mercy from the hands of the Alaskan au- 
thorities. Although it is a grasping 
policy exercised by the United States and 
so rocngnizod by many of the/leading 
men of that country— they take advan- 
t.»ge of their treaty with Russia which 
codes to them a majority of thi Behring 
Sea which for years 

WAS CO^-.SIUF.ttKl) NEUTRAL WATKIIS, 

and under tho protection of this rather 
flimsy authority they audaciously assume 
to control tho high seas. They recognize 
the fact that the fur seal abounds in 
enormous 'luaniiliss in the neighborhood 
of Pebaloff Islandt, but not in so large 
numbers but that they will be exter- 
minated in a few years if a united attack 
is made upon them. By protecting the 
industry and with judicious management 
this island will prove a perpetual source 
of revenue to the United States. 

Another point they have ' to feat is a 
refusal by the Alaska Commercial Co. to 
renew thoir lease unless they are afforded 
government protection in taking seals in 
the Behring Sea. 

This lease, expires iu 1890, and the 
president ef the company stated a few 
days ago to a prominent United States 
official that unless outsiders could be 
kept away the company would not bother 
with a renewal. This would prove dis- 
astrous to the gnvorninont and Alaska as 
a successful financial venture. 

The United .S^tes government paid 
$7,200,000 to Russia for Alaska, and since 
that time they 

HAVE RECBIVKD KITE MILLION DOLLARS 

on their lease to the Alaska Commercial 
Co., and at the expiration of the lease 
they will have received all the original 

purchase money. 

If the United Stat.ia has tho right to 
protect this Bonipany to the exclusion of 
all others their intoroat ia perpetual, but 
if they allow an indisoriininate killing of 
the seals their interestj would cease. . 

It appears that the British owners have 
puraued a faulty course in the matter of 
the recent seizures by waiting for the 
matter to be taken up and aectled by in- 
toruational procedure. According to law 
the international question does not affect 
the vessels seized or tho furs condemned 
for cases have already become res aJjuiica. 
It is not a question whether the United- 
States had an indisputable right to seize />Ikan 
the condemned vessels— that ia to 
settled as an international question; but 
whether they have an equitable right to 
the Behring sea, and can maintain that 
right in the future. The view taken by 
the secretary of the treasury ia that in the 
recent cases exception was not talien to 
tho statute which authorized the seizures, 
but tho whole matter was merged in the 
question as to the right uf jurisdictioD by 
the United States government over the 
Behring sea. • The money which 
may be realized from the con- 
demned furs, valued at §25,000, is 
thereby conliacaled and will no doubt End 
its way into the Umted States treamry. 

There is one exception to this and that 
is the schooner San Diego. The owners 
of that vessel appealed their case to the 
United States supreme ooail» and'did^not 
question tho right of the United States to 
iho Behriiig'a sea and claimed that they 
had vMilated no law, not having caught 
seals in tho Behring sea, and demanded 
that their property be returned. The 
secretary of the treasury, upon whom dis- 
cretionary power has been conferred by 
)uw, haa decided to return . the property 
Btnzed to tho owners againtt whom a decree 
of forfeiture hiis been rendered, upon a 
proper showing. In view of tlio above 
facts, the San Diego will bo the only 
schooner releasbd. In coming to this con- 
clusion he took cognizMioo of tho point 
that the evidence shows that no seals 
were really killed by her crew in the 
Behring sea. Had the owners of the 
other soboonars ti^ken ithis, ground thty 
might have saved their vessols in a like 
nianner.' " ' • ' \ ■' 

Fromthi8sl»ita9 pf,|^ffairs in the north 
it is cvi'dent that oiir sealers will encoun- 
ter trouble ns soon as they enter 
the Behriufe' aua in the spring, and 
the decision of tho international question 
that the revenues from our sealing indus- 
try will partially, if not entirely, be ex- 
punged.
